A moulder of 
national ranked teams at Loui- 
siana State, he left there several 
years ago to go to Army, then 
quit the Military Academy last 
year to go to South Carolina 
with the aim of building strong 
football teams.

Power Battle

A dour Communist theoretici- 


an is the No. 1 target now of the 
apparently dominant faction in 
Red China in an intense strug- 
gle for power. 


"He is such a dull dog to have 


such influence," a Western dip- 
lomat once said of the chairman 
of Communist China's govern- 
ment, fragile silver-haired Llu 
Shao-chi. 


Before the power struggle be- 


gan in earnest last August, Liu 
Shao-chi was widely regarded 
as the heir apparent to the ag- 
ing chairman of the Communist 
party ajxi father of China's Red 
revolution, Mao Tse-tung. 
Today, 
Liu appears to have 


been pushed down the ladder of 
the hierarchy, below a number 
of relative newcomers. 


Although Liu is under heavy 


attack from the partisans of the 
faction headed by Defense Min- 
ister Lin Piao, who evidently 
has 
had Mao's blessing, the 


struggle is not yet over. Liu is 
believed still to have resources 
of 
power, particularly among 


the party-controlled labor un- 
ions. 


Liu is accused by the Mao-Lin 


faction, and by the teen-age Red 
Guards who have spearheaded 
their attack, of having "taken 
the capitalist road "and of lean- 
ing toward "modern 
revision- 


ism." That's their term for the 
Soviet brand of communism. 


Should Liu lose the struggle, it 


would be an ironic end for a 
long career as Mao Tse-tung's 
chief comrade in arms and ad- 
viser 
throughout 
the Chinese 


Communist 
revolution. 
His 


career, his family and perhaps 
even his life are imperiled. 


"A party member is required 


to sacrifice his personal inter- 
ests unconditionally," Liu has 
said. 


In the West, Liu would be 


known as an organization man. 
On the surface he appears cold, 
emotionless. 


Dedicated 
to 
dogma, 
his 


career 
reached 
a high point 


when his treatise, "How to Be- 
come a Good Communist," was 
published in the Chinese Com- 
munist party bible, Red Flag, 
five years ago. Then he and the 
rotund Mao were close party 
colleagues. 


He is nearing 69. At 5 feet 8, 


he is 
relatively a tall man 


among 
Chinese. 
His punt 


figure is invariably draped in 
the gray tunic of Communist 
officialdom. For a long time he 
smoked Soviet-made cigarettes 
and had a bad cough. When he 
visited Pakistan last spring, he 
was smoking cigars. 


Liu was born in 1898, the son 


of a well-to-do teacher in the 
Ninghsiang area of Hunan Prov- 
ince. 


He went to Shanghai in his 


early years, where he became a 
trade unionist and student of 
Marxism. 


"I knew only that socialism 


was good," Liu sai later. 


He joined the Communist par* 


ty in 1922 and was sent to Mos- 
cow in 1923 with a revolutionary 
group called Toilers of the East. 


But he was not happy there, 


saying Russians never under- 
stood the Chinese. Despite his 
coldness 
to Moscow, the view 


that he favored the Soviets per- 
sisted for many years. 


He returned to China in 1925 


and 
joined Chou En-lai, now 


premier, 
in Shanghai in Com- 


munist labor organization. 


Although he had met Mao in 


1921, 
it was not until they both 


began organizing — Mao the 
peasants, Uu the urban workers 
— that they became close. 


He helped Mao to power and

Pande, died Oct. 13, 1963, five 
days after Mrs. Kennedy came 
to its aid. 


On Nov. 7, 1963, Zemo was 


convicted of cruelty to animals, 
fined $250 and given a six-month 
suspended 
jail sentence after 


Mrs. 
Kennedy testified about 


rescuing his "obviously starv- 
ing" horse from a chicken coop. 


Now, 
Zemo is suing wealthy 


Mrs. Kennedy for damages on 
the ground that she directed her 
groom, Richard Mayberry, to 
take Pande to her McLean, Va., 
home, and then "refused to re- 
turn the horse — and has never 
returned the horse." 


Lawyers for Mrs. Kennedy 


said she would be in court for 
the scheduled hearing of the 
case. 


Mrs. Kennedy, 38, was riding 


in the Virginia countryside with 
some of her children when they 
came upon Pande. 


In papers filed in answer to 


Zemo's suit, Mrs. Kennedy's 
lawyer said the horse appeared 
to Mrs. Kennedv "to be starv- 


ing, literally reduced to skin 
and bones and in great danger 
of dying." The lawyers said 
Mrs. Kennedy directed Mayber- 
ry to lead the horse to her home 
and give it attention. 


She also notified the Animal

By the time a child is 2 years

Any 
mother who fails to do this 
is paving the way for trouble 
both for herself and for her 
child. 


I would say to this mother, 


your older son must be told, 
in no uncertain terms, that 
hitting his brother will not be 
tolerated but, since the rea- 
son for his action is that he 
believes the younger brother 
has taken his place in your 
affection,

doubly certain to assure him 
of your continued and undi- 
minished love. Let him know, 
too. that you understand his 
feeling but that he must learn 
not to use his emotions as a 
reason to hurt others.
